MAGIC EXPLAINED.

THE STAR TRICKS OF HINDOQ CON- [
JURERS MADE EASY.

The Mango Trick Explained by Kellar, the
Maglelnn--Tt Ts the Sams Which Globe |
Trottor Stevens Clalma Ts Mirnculousty |
Verformed by Yogl Men.

The sleight of hand performances of
Mr. Maskelyne, a remarkably elover
Juggler, have excitod a great deal of in-
torest In London. Not only are his
tricks skillfully done, but his explana-
tions of other tricks have attracted muoch |
attention among n class of men who
seldom visit the halls where fonts of this
sort aro presented,

The Mail and Express recently pab-
lished an article from the London Speo-
tator in which the writer deseribes one
or two tricks which he saw in India
and which mystified him greatly. Hore
is one, which, by the way, is deseribed |
by Thomna Btevens, the globe trotter,
who says that the Yogi men, who per-
form it, are aided by an ocoult foroe that
the world is as yet ignorant of.

A juggler placed a cloth over the pave-
ment of the street, and presently he
roemoved it, and there wns o mango
growing between tho stones, *'The jug-
gler," adds tho writer, *‘one of the he-
reditary caste, did undoubtedly mako a
leaf spring out of the gronund; did make
it grow into o dwarf mango, and did
hand the mango from it tobe eaten. 1t
looked wonderful because of the appar-
ont simplicity of the juggler, but he per-
formed his feat in four processes, and
between oach he shook out his chudder,
or muslin wrapper, so that it passed for
an instant botween the speotators and
the plant. The writer bad no dombs
then and has no doubt now that this
was done not to conceal anything, but
to distract attention momentarily; that
the first leaf, tho upgrowth of leaves,
the dwarf mango aud the mango on it
wore all of wax or other earefully made
imitation, and that tho wholo mirnclo
was warvelously rapid sleight of hand, "'

To Americans who are interestod in
this sort of thing this mystery is almost
amusing. It was exposed soveral yenrs
ago by Kollar, thg prestidigitateur. Four
or five yoars ago Kellar publicly offered
£1,000 to any ono who would perform o
trick which he could not duplicate and
which he could not prove to be done by
wholly human aids, A numbor of per-
sons who bad recently visited India im-
mediately deluged him with  desorip-
tions of this and, other specimens of
oriental jugglery. Of course as thoy
could not perform thoe trick thomselves
they did not compete for his money offer,
and therefore they we=o not publicly
nuswored.

Kellar, however, gave mo personally
n full explanation not only of these
trioks, but of several others which have
long baftled the oleverest of the oocl-
dontal investigatora. The magician has
spent more than 15 yoars of his profos-
sional life in Indiaand the far east, and
he has closely studied the tricks of the
native jugglers with more or less profit
to himself. This is how he explained |
the mango or pineapple trick aa nearly |
as I oan recall it:

“The first time [ saw the mango |
trick, ' said bhe, “was in Bombay in |
1879 or thereabouts, and the man who |
did it was the most skillful conjurer 1 |
ever saw in Indin. Even after I had |
learned the secret of his illusion Icould |
not help admiring its ingenuity and the
dexterity with which {t was performed.
The juggler and his two comrades chose
o spot before the Prince of Wales' stat-
ne on the plaza. He fimt laid down n

They consisted of green
ten, with sheep's milk, black broend and
the pure honey of Hymottus, The honey
of Hymottns f& not wo delightful os it
sonnds, beoanse tho bees browso amaong
the strong scontod asphodels, with
which the mountain is covered, and the
result is not appetizing. —FPhiladelphin
Ledger.
